Calls to the Ministry, | 


The following extract from the September num. 
ber of the Christian Review merits the serious at- 
tention, alike of our churches and those who as- 
pire to the work of the ministry.—Ch. Index. 


We pass to notice the manner in which the 
ministers of Christ are to be introduced into their 
sacred work. Inthe first place, the candidate 
must have a strong persuasion in his own bosom, 
that he is called of God to preach the gospei; in 
the next place, the church to which he belongs 
must obtain good evidence of the same. No 
church has a rigut to urge a man into the minis- | 
try, contrary to his own convictions. On the} 
other hand, no man has a right to urge himself | 


time. ‘That is, they at one time will be all en- 
grossed with one particular subject, and will en- 
tertain no other. They, perhaps, will afterwards 
change from this to some other, which in turn be- 
comes the all-absorbing topic, and soon. For 
instance—they become enlisted in the cause of 
temperance.

They are apt also to set an exceedingly low value 
upon the labors and efforts of those brethren who 
engage in all the various movements put forth to 
counteract vice, and benefit man; and who give 
a due proportion of their attention to each.— 
Hence, how many ministers, even with all the 
good they are accomplishing, they entirely throw 
away, and branding them as dumb dogs that will 
not bark, just because these ministers will not 
adopt their one idea principle, and fall in with all 
their eccentric movements.— Morn, Star.

The word of God teaches 
us that “this life is in his Son,” and thus we are to derive 
it through an intimate, vital union to Christ by faith. As 
a remedy and antidote, therefore, for the evil of « cleaving 
unto the dust,” the exhortation of Barnabas to the disciples 
at Antioch is precisely in point. ‘* He exhorted them all 
that with purpose of heart they would cleave unto the Lord.”

Important Decision. 


DiscuarGce or a Stave.—The Boston Post of yesterday 
contains a report of a Slave Case decided in that city by 
Chiet Justice Shaw, of the Supreme Court, on Friday last, 
which is of more than ordinary importance, 

It seems that Robert T. Lucas, a slave of Edward Fitz- 
gerald, purser on board the U. 8. frigate U. States, was in 


| Navy, received and entered as alandsman on board said 
frigate, at Norfolk, Va. The frigate sailed on a cruise to 
the Pacific, and was thence ordered tothe port of Boston, 
where she arrived on the 3d inst. A writ of habeas corpus 
for the delivery of the slave was served on the master with. 
out the knowledge or authority of the former. 
Two points were presented for discussion, viz: First, 
as to the claim of the Commander of the Frigate to the ser- 
| vice of the slave; and secondly, whether his having 
been brought involuntarily within the limits of Massachu- 
setts, without the consent of his master, who was about to 
return to Virginia, the Court could interfere to set him 
' free. 

Judge Shaw decided that although Lucas was lawfully 
entered and employed as a landsman on board the frig. 
ate, the right of the commander to his services as a slave 
could not extend beyond the territorial limits of Slavery, 
and were at an end whenever the service to be performed 
took him out of these limits. 

In relation to the second point, the Judge held that the 
master having voluntarily placed his slave in a situation 
in which he would be liable to be taken within the limits 
of a free State, he could not compel him to return again to 
a slave State without his consent. Lucas was according. 
ly discharged from custody, and being of full age, was left 
to return to Virginia orremain, as he might elect. This 
decision greatly enlarges all the previous decisions in simi- 
lar cases, and may be regarded as limiting the claim of the 
master strictly to the case of a fugitive.

gine in the extensive rolling mill of Messrs. Lorenz & Cud-. 
dy, in Sligo, opposite this city, burst with a tremendous 
explosion, and scalded three men. 

The concussion was so great as to lift the four boilers off 
the engine, (including the one which had its head blown 
out,) from where they were located, to the roof of the buil- 
ding,andthen whirling them once or twice round, sent them 
a distance of over thirty feet, scattering bricks, rubbish 
and dirt, to a great distance. ?

Extract from a Letter from an American Clergyman 
Traveling in Europe. 

In our tour upon the continent of nearly three 
months, we learned little or no Church news of 
importance that could interest you. Abundant 
opportunities were improved of becoming acquain- 
ted with the practical influence of Romanism in 
countries where it is the only religion tolerated, 
and in others where it is predominant. 

An audience with his Holiness was granted us 
a few days afterwards at his palace on the Quisi- 
nal hill, We were introduced by Dr. Cullen, 
President of the Irish College at Rome, who act- 
ed as an interpreter. After traversing acres of 
apartments and passing numerous mounted guards 
on the way, we were ushered into the presence of 
his Holiness. Dr. Cullen made a rush for the 
Pope’s slipper, which he kissed, but his Holiness 
received no acknowledgement of supremacy from 
us. We bowed ourselves into his presence and 
out again with the deferance and respect due to 
a prelate only. He received us in the plain habit 
of a Franciscan monk, to which order he belong. 
ed before his elevation to the Chair of St. Peter. 
He evinced much spirit and animation in conver- 
sation for one of his years, being eighty, and ap- 
parently enjoys a green old age. — 

He conversed freely upon various subjects— 
interested himself in inquiries after our health, 
and was anxious that we should see all the ob- 

jects of curiosity in his capital—the home patron 
of the fine arts—before leaving. He could un. 
derstand where the Diocese of New York was, 
but as for Connecticut it perplexed him, until 
Dr. Cullen explained that it was within the juris- 
diction of the Roman Catholic Bishop of Boston. 

The great contrast between the practical influ- 
ence of Romanism and Anglo Catholicism appear 
to me ina striking manner exemplified by the 
different manner in which the Lord’s day is ob. 
served on the Continent and in England. Mark 
the contrast. Our first Sunday in Europe we 
passed at Marseilles in the South of France. It 
was a Roman fete day, and the scene strongly 
reminded us of the anniversary of our national 
Independence at home.

ry grade of society. No wonder that a London 
Sunday is intolerable to a Continental Romanist.

The Sabbath for Professional Men. 


The Hon. B. F. Butler, of New York, recent- 
ly made the following statement. 


If [ may be permitted to refer to my own ex- 
perience, I can truly say, that although often se- 
verely pressed, and sometimes for years together, 
by professional occupations and official duties, I 
cannot call to mind more than half a dozen cases 
during the twenty-seven years which have elaps- 
ed since my admission to the bar, in which I have 
found it necessary to devote any portion of the 
Sabbath to professional or official studies or labors. 
Of these instances, only two, I believe, occurred 
during my connection with the Government, at 
Washington :—one of which was a case of mer- 
cy as well as.of necessity, and neither of which 
prevented my regular attendance at the house 
of God.

earlier than my wont; but an occasional incon. 
venience of this kind is of small account when 
compared with the preservation of a useful habit. 
[am therefore able to testify, that it is not neces. 
sary to the ordinary duties of professional life, 


and that the cases of necessity or of mercy, in 
which professional labors can be required on that 
day, are few and far between.

5. Now, in view of the above facts,statement, 
proofs, &c. &c., will our friend of the Secretary 
be kind enough to inform us, how, on abolition 
principles, and especially on the principle that it 
is wrong to hold’ property in man—the apostle 
Paul can be vindicated against the charge of the 
most criminal neglect of duty, both to God and 
to the soulsof men. Most undeniably, if there 
be any such thing as reason and fitness in things, 
either slaveholding is perfectly irreprehensible, or 
the apostle stands convicted of the most scandal- 
ous—the most inexcusable breach of moral pro- 
priety.
